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DETAILED ACTION 

1 This action is responsive to the amendment filed on July 28, 2006. 

2 Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon further reviewing the teaching of the prior art of record (J. Med. Chem. 2001, 44), 
with the consideration of applicant's remarks, it is found that the closest prior art of record (J. 
Med. Chem. 2001, 44), teaches a compound para-phenylenediamine derivative of formula (c), 
which is represented by the compound of a formula (22c), in which X is 4-NO2, Ar is phenyl and 
X" is iodide (see page 3947, compound (22c)). Therefore, the closest prior art of record (J. Med. 
Chem.), does not teach or disclose at least one para-phenylenediamine derivative of the claimed 
formulae (la) and (lb) comprised in a composition for dyeing keratin fibers, a process for dyeing 
keratin fibers or a multi-compartment device comprising keratin fibers dyeing composition as 
claimed. Further, the closest prior art of record (J. Med. Chem. 2001, 44) does not teach or 
disclose para-phenylenediamine derivative of the claimed formulae (la) and (lb) or para- 
nitroaniline derivative of the claimed formula (Ha) and (lib) wherein the at least one para- 
phenylenediamine is not 4-(4-nitrophenyl)-l,l-diaminethylpiperazin-l-jum as claimed. 
Accordingly the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art of keratin fibers dyeing formulation or in the art of synthetic chemical 
compounds.
